We  Too  Are  a  House  of  God 

We  are  aathered  together  to  celebrate  the  dedication  of  a  borne  of  prayer.  This  is  our  house  of 
prayer,  out  we  too  are  a  house  of  God.  if  we  are  a  bouse  of  God,  its  construction  goes  on  in  time  so 
that  it  may  be  dedicated  at  the  end  of  time.  The  bouse,  in  its  construction,  involves  bard  work, 
while  its  dedication  is  an  occasion  for  rejoicing. 

Wpat  was  done  when  t|>is  dfmrc^  was  being  built  is  simifar  to  w\)at  is  done  when  believers  are 
built  up  into  Christ.  when  they  first  come  to  believe,  they  are  like  timber  and  stone  taken  from 
woods  and  mountains.  In  t|>eir  instruction,  baptism  and  formation  they  are,  so  to  speak,  shaped, 
leveled  and  smoothed  by  the  bands  of  carpenters  and  craftsmen. 

But  Christians  do  not  make  a  bouse  of  God  until  they  are  one  in  charity.  The  timber  and  stone 
must  fit  together  in  an  orderly  plan,  must  be  joined  in  perfect  harmony,  must  give  each  other  the 
support  as  it  were  of  love,  or  no  one  would  enter  the  buifding.  when  you  see  the  stones  and  beams 
of  a  buifding  bolding  together  securely,  you  enter  the  buifding  with  cm  easy  mind;  you  are  not 
afraid  of  its  falling  down  in  ruins. 

Christ  t|?e  Lord  wants  to  come  in  to  us  and  dwell  in  us.  Li^e  a  good  builder  be  says:  "A  new 
commandment  I  give  you:  love  one  another."  He  says:  "I  give  you  a  commandment."  He  means: 
before,  you  were  not  engaged  in  buifoing  a  bouse  for  me,  but  you  lay  in  ruins.  Therefore,  to  be 
raised  up  from  your  former  state  of  ruin  you  must  love  one  another. 

Dear  ones,  remember  that  this  bouse  is  still  in  process  of  being  built  in  the  whole  world:  this  is  the 
promise  of  prophecy. 

The  work  we  see  complete  in  this  buifding  is  physical;  it  s^oufd  find  its  spirituaf  counterpart  in 
your  hearts.  We  see  here  the  finished  product  of  stone  and  wood;  so  too  your  lives  should  reveal 
the  handiwork  of  God's  grace. 

Let  us  then  offer  our  thanksgiving  above  all  to  the  Lord  our  God,  from  whom  every  best  and 
perfect  gift  comes.  Let  us  praise  bis  goodness  with  our  whole  hearts.  He  it  was  who  inspired  in  bis 
faitJ^fuf  people  the  will  to  build  this  house  of  prayer;  be  stirred  up  their  desire  and  gave  them  bis 
help.  He  awakened  enthusiasm  among  those  who  were  at  first  unconvinced  and  guided  to  a 
successful  conclusion  the  efforts  of  people  of  good  will.  So  God,  who  gives  to  those  of  good  will  both 
the  desire  and  the  accomplishment  of  the  things  that  belong  to  him,  is  the  one  who  began  this  work, 
the  one  who  has  brought  it  to  completion.

A  Brief  History  of  St.  Thomas  More  Parish 


St.  Thomas  More  Parish  was  founded  in  1922  as  a  mission,  first  of  Durham  and  later  to  the 
Catholic  Orphanage  near  Raleigh.  That  fall  six  or  seven  Catholics  worshiped  in  a  second- 
floor  room  of  the  UNC  campus  YMCA.  Before  World  War  II  the  number  of  Catholics 
grew  slowly.  By  1934  t^ere  were  175  Catholic  students  at  the  Unir/ersity  of  Nort^  Carolina; 
at  least  one  Catholic  professor )  arid  a  yanbf ul  of  local  people.  This  small  group  worshiped  for 
many  years  on  the  second  floor  of  Graham  Memorial.  In  1940  Chapel  Hill  was  designated 
a  parish)  and  in  1941,  when  the  U.S.  Navy  Pre-Fligfrt;  School  brought  a  large  number  of 
Catholic  cadets  to  the  campus,  Mass  was  celebrated  in  the  Hill  Half  auditorium. 

After  t^e  war,  services  were  held  in  Gerrard  Hall.  The  Catholic  community  arew  rapidly, 
and  it  became  imperative  that  a  church  be  built  for  this  larger  community.  Spearheaded  by 
Navy  pre-fliaht  officers  and  cadets,  at  the  suggestion  of  Commanding  officer  O.  O.  Kessing 
and  by  William  D.  Carmichael,  Jr.,  (UNC  Vice  President  and  Pinance  officer,  w\)o  had  been 
one  of  only  three  Catholic  students  as  a  UNC  undergraduate),  a  ouilding  fund  was 
established.  On  the  land  given  by  W.  D.  Carmichael,  Sr.,  a  Gothic  Revival  c\)urc\)  was  built 
for  350  people.  Tv)e  ouilding,  designed  by  Andrews  and  McGready,  architects  of  Greensboro, 
was  dedicated  on  March  31, 1957.  In  1964  a  school  was  added  to  the  parish  on  land  donated 
by  the  Carmic^aels.  It  opened  with  100  students.  By  1986  tpere  were  340  pupils  in  the 
school,  and  in  1998  there  were  over  440. 

T^e  church  community  l)as  grown  at  a  more  rapid  rate.  By  1986  there  were  some  2,100 
parishioners,  by  1990  some  2,900,  by  1993  almost  4,000,  and  now  there  are  more  than 
5,000.  T^e  number  oj  households  \)as  grown  from  about  200  in  1957  to  over  2,000  in  1998, 
and  the  rate  of  growth  is  estimated  at  150  households  each  year  for  the  next  ten  years. 

T^e  parish  h^>  been  postered  by  diocesan  priests  since  its  inception.  Tpe  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph 
of  Chestnut  Hid,  PA,  fewe  served  t^e  school  and  church  community  for  the  last  25  years.

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T(?e  Design  of  St  Thomas  More  Catl^oik  Cornel) 


St.  Tframas  More  dyurcy  was  designed  by  Kerns  Group  Architects  of  Arlington,  Virginia,  to 
nurture  a  sense  of  quiet  dignity  in  yarmony  with  Vye  natural  beauty  of  its  site.  Built  on 
nineteen  acres  on  Vye  eastern  slope  of  a  gently  rising  hillside,  Vye  ouildina  appears  within  its 
natural  environment  as  a  yorizontal  nesting  at  Vye  margin  of  Vye  surrounding  forest  and 
open  meadow. 

In  keeping  with  principles  recommended  by  Pope  Paul  VI  and  Vye  American  oispops  after 
Vatican  II,  St.  Tyomas  More  affirms  contemporary  architectural  tastes  within  a  context  of 
ecclesiastical  tradition.  Tyus,  Vye  form  of  Vye  (wilding  definitively  expresses  its  significant 
function  as  a  place  in  wyicy  Vye  eternal  God  is  worshiped  by  a  contemporary  community  of 
believers. 

A  significant  sacred  space,  Vye  Blessed  Sacrament  Cyapel  is  distinctively  expressed  as  a 
strong,  fore-facing  vertical  element  wyose  pinnacle,  accentuated  by  a  cross,  rises  above  Vye 
horizontal  features  of  Vye  main  ouilding  mass,  emphasizing  Vye  yoly)  mystery  within.  In 
profile  it  also  reflects  the  Gimgfxml  version  of  St.  Tyomas  More  dyurcy,  thereby  combining 
mystery  and  memory. 

Tye  adjacent  portal,  wyose  lintel  also  suggests  that  of  the  Gimgyoul  ouilding,  brings  the 
worsyiper  into  the  nartJyex  or  gathering  area,  a  curved,  emphatically  horizontal  space 
wyose  graceful  curvature  and  transparent  window  wall  with  dicproic  accents  provide  a 
welcome  veil  and  ^ospitaole  arrival  of  and  interaction  by  Vye  people.  A  splendid  painting  of 
the  Madonna  and  child,  after  Murillo,  a  gift  of  tye  Garfunkel  family,  adorns  Vye  narVyex. 

Tye  central  four  interior  doors  between  the  narthex  and  the  nave  or  primary  worsyip  area 
are  multi-paneled  cherry  f  fanned  by  two  ranks  of  doors  with  glass  panels  Vyat  provide 
visual  access  to  the  nave.  Tyese  doors  can  be  opened  to  accommodate  overflow  at  special 
liturgies. 

Tye  nave  is  a  large  square  area  with  &  gradual  rising  roof  line  and  a  strongly  ordered  east- 
west  processional  axis  wyicy  brings  one  from  baptism's  octagonal  marble  font  just  inside  Vye 
portal  to  Vye  altar  table  wyere  Vye  worsyip  of  Vye  community  is  centered.  Tye  apex  of  Vye 
ceiling  occurs  over  Vye  altar,  above  a  fife-sized  crucifix  sculpted  by  Koefm  Eccfesia  Design 
of  Cleveland,  Oyio.  Above  and  beyind  Vyis  sacred  grouping  is  a  tripartite  window  of  stained 
glass  from  Vye  original  cyurcy  ouilding  depicting  Vye  resurrected  Christ.  Tye  processional 
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aspects  of  this  ensemble  thus  suggest  the  movement  of  the  worshiping  community  from 
baptism  to  resurrection,  from  death  into  life. 

Tpe  volume  of  the  nave  is  luminous,  with  natural  light  admitted  through  a  ribbon  window 
necklace  that  surrounds  it  on  three  sides  and  a  glass,  full-gable  window  wall  to  the  west  t^at 
orin^s  tye  natural  world  into  the  sanctuary,  providing  seasonal  evidence  of  God's  creation. 
In  tye  spirit  of  Vatican  II.  the  assembly  wraps  around  the  altar  taole  in  natural  white-oak 
bench  seating,  visible  to  tye  celeorant  and  to  one  another  throughout  the  liturgy.  A 
perimeter  ambulatory  creates  an  area  for  private  and  processional  demotions  to  Our  Lady 
of  Guadalupe,  our  patron  saint,  St.  Thomas  More,  and  to  t^e  Holy  Family,  represented 
through  the  configuration  of  the  original  statues  of  Mary  and  the  cpild  Jesus  and  Joseph  from 
the  old  church.  Stations  of  the  Cross  will  also  adorn  the  walls  of  the  nave  in  the  ambulatory. 

A  theme  of  old  and  new  permeates  the  design  and  expresses  respect  for  the  past.  As  the 
stone  lintel  or^er  t^e  entry  portal  is  inspired  by  the  stone  arch  of  the  original  church, 
artifacts  pigpligpt  a  continuum  rather  than  a  break  fvom  parish  piston).  Stained  glass,  art, 
tabernacle,  and  statuary  are  highlighted  in  the  nave,  chapel,  and  narthex.  New  stained 
glass  accents  the  windows  in  the  narthex.  T^e  fmilding  is  faced  with  white  and  warm  beige 
brick  to  relate  to  the  existing  school  ouifding  and  to  the  traditional  ligpt  colored  masonry  on 
the  nearby  Unii/ersity  of  Nort|>  Carolina  campus. 

The  furniture  in  the  nave  is  designed  in  wood  to  create  a  sense  of  warmth  <™d  a  hierarchy 
of  woods.  Based  on  contemporary  interpretations  of  the  traditional  arts  and  crafts  forms, 
the  pews  and  cantor's  stand  are  of  white  oak}  the  altar  table,  ambo,  presider's  cpair  and  gift 
taole  are  made  of  riooon-stripe  African  mahogany  with  accents  of  fiddfeoac^  makore,  as  are 
the  processional,  consecration,  and  Vaschal  candle  holders.  The  reconciliation  screen  and 
doors  to  the  nave  and  Blessed  Sacrament  chapel  are  of  solid  cherry.  These  features  were 
designed  by  Kerns  Group  and  the  liturgical  furniture  crafted  by  Century  Guild,  Ltd.  from 
Durham,  North  Carolina.  This  sense  of  fine  craftsmanship  and  natural  materials  inform 
both  fa  design  of  the  larger  architectural  elements  and  the  smaller  interior  features  in 
partnership  with  a  long  list  of  North  Carolina  craftsmen  and  technologies. 

The  oraan  was  built  in  the  mid-1970's  by  the  W.  Zimmer  &  Sons  Organ  Company  of 
Pinetmfe,  North  Carolina  [near  Charlotte).  It  contains  2.9  ranks  of  pipes  [about  2,000  pipes 
total)  made  of  zinc,  copper,  other  metal  alloys,  and  wood.  Tpe  pipes  are  played  from  a  1- 
manual  console  and  pedalboard.  The  "Pontifical  trumpet"  [also  called  "trompette  en 
chamade")  is  played  through  the  horizontal,  copper  pipes  seen  in  the  front  of  the  casework 
This  is  the  largest  pipe  organ  in  a  Catholic  church  in  the  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
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Tpe  challenge  of  providing  such  large  spaces  in  harmony  witip  tlpe  site  and  neighborhood  has 
been  accomplished  through  sensitive  massing  and  thoughtful  use  of  materials.  Solid  and 
transparent  forms  delicately  inserted  into  tye  landscape  will  sustain  St.  Thomas  More 
Parish  as  a  gracious  and  pospitaofe  place  of  worship  and  life  into  vqe  new  millennium.
